HOOK WILL KOT 


BE M IM E O 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 8.—Due to 
the activities of the Oklahoman and 
the corporation ( oramission of Okla 
boma. Federal Judge William C. Hook 
of 'Leavenworth, Kau., will not be 
elevated to the supreme bench by 
President Taft. This much was decid­ 
ed by the president Wednesday, fol­ 
lowing an eight 
hour's 
conference 
with the attorneys of his cabinet. It 
is declared that the place made va­ 
cant by the death of the late Justice 
H arlan will likely go to Charles Na­ 
gel of St. Louis, now secretary of 
commerce and labor. 
President Taft s decision relative to 
Judge Hook came at the eleventh 
hour. He had decided early Wednes­ 


day to appoint Hook, but called in 
his advisers for a final conference. 
Judge Hook's decision against 
the 
negroes in a “jim crow" case appealed 
to him from the Oklahoma courts was 
given as the immediate cause of the 
president’s decision, both 
Mr. 
Taft 
and Attorney 
General 
Wiokersham 
agreeing that he had gone “too far” 
in this case. The case was one of no 
great importance, involving only the 
petition of negroes of Oklahoma to 
the state corporation commission to 
compel the railroad operating “jim 
crow" cars in Oklahoma to furnish 
dining and sleeping car facilities for 
the blacks. 
This is the version that came from 
the white house. It is believed, how­ 
ever, thai this is not the true cause 
t the adverse decision in the matter 
of the Hook appointment. It is de­ 
clared in official circles of Washing­ 
ton that the president was finally in­ 
fluenced fluenced by the activities of 
the Oklahoma corporation commission 
and the corporation commissions of 
California and several other states in 
making his final decision.
